DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-17 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not disclose or suggest a touch probe for a coordinate 
measuring apparatus comprising: a deflection measuring system for detecting a deflection of the 
support for the sensing stylus with respect to the touch probe chassis; an inspection optics 
separate from the deflection measuring system; wherein at least one of the components support 
for the sensing stylus and touch probe chassis comprises a transverse support which extends 
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transversely to a direction of extension of the sensing stylus and which is transparent to light in 
at least a portion thereof in combination with the remaining limitations of the claims. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
